EDITORIAL 


NOBODY should have been surprised by 
the collapse of Newcastle KB United. 

With so many clubs in the National 
Soccer League living on credit, it is 
inevitable that some will go to the wall. 
We fear Newcastle may be only the first. 

The po: ty of clubs going into 

juidation was apparent years ago. 
When you attempt to balance big over- 
heads against small gate takings, you 
are faced with an impossible task. 

When this was pointed out in the past 
to leaders of the National League, they 
shrugged it off with such comments as: 
“Clubs are broke all over the world — it 
is not a problem peculiar to Australia.” 

That is true. Even in England, some: 
times called the home of Soccer, at least | 
a dozen clubs are walking the'tight rope, 
unable to say with any conviction that 
they will last out the season. 

The financial headaches afflicting En- 
glish football are not confined to small 
third and fourth division teams. Former 
giants of the sport like Derby County, 
Wolverhampton Wanderers, © Middles- 
brough and Chariton Athletic are not 
certain to be lining up in August for the 
1984-85 season. 

Australian Soccer gains no solace 
from this. 

Australia has a serious problem in its 
Soccer and it will have to be remedied in 
Australia. 

The NSL, belatedly it must be admit- 
ted, did try to find a remedy when it 
regionalised its competition. This pro- 


duced the definite advantage of a reduc- 


tion in the too-expensive bill for air 
travel, although travelling expenses rep- 
resent only a small part of the huge 
expense associated with the running of a 
national competition. 

Amazing though it seems, there are 
still clubs in the NSL prepared to spend 
vast amounts of money to secure the 
transfer of players from rival clubs. 

It is totally irresponsible. Such clubs, 
in fact, are spending cash which they do 
not have. Do they even stop to think 
where the money will come from when 
the is have to be settled’ 

This year has seen a proliferation in the 
make-up of the National League. Instead 
of having 16 teams worrying about how 
to settle their debts, we now have 24. 

The time has come for the rulers of the 
NSL to take action. The demise of New-

It will be interesting in- 
deed to see the outcome of 
these games, and it should 
give us a fair indication 
which of the two “confer- 
ences” has the strongest and 
most competitive field. 

One thing certainly not 
lacking in the Australian 
Conference is goals. At the 
end of round 5 of the com- 
petition, clubs in the NSW- 
based group had hit the 
back of the net 93 times 
compared with only 70 
goals being scored in the 
Southern section. 

So it would certainly 
seem that the Australian 
Conference has the most 
entertaining line-ups as far 
as scoring goals is con- 
cerned, but then it is possi- 
ble that the National Con~ 
ference has teams which 
contain more formidable 
defences, making scoring 
goals much harder. 

Well, we'll find out 
just who can score and who 
can defend next weekend 
when the boys from the 
North get ready to do battle 
with the boys from the 
South.

BEFORE we kicked off the

Now try the second 
question: 

“A player has to leave the 
field and, as he is walki 
off, the ball comes towards 
him and he scores with a 
shot. Does the goal stand?” 

Maybe that one is a bit 
harder. 

Here is question. three: 

“Does a player infringe 
the Laws if he is in an 
offside position but moves 
beyond the boundary of the 
field of play to clearly show 
the referee that he is not 
interfering with play?” 

Now you've had the 
questions, which I hope are 
not too difficult to under 
stand. Move on to the 
answers. 


(1) The whole of the ball 
must be over the line before 
it is out of play. 

(2) The goal should be dis- 
allowed. The player should 
be cautioned and the game 
restarted with an indirect 
free-kick taken by a player 
of the opposing team from 
the place where the in- 
fringement occured. 

3) He is not infringing the 
Law but if the referee con- 
siders such a move as a 
tactical aim or is in any way 
a feint, and the player takes

mediately after, the referee 
should blow for offside.

Lions vice-president 
Hans Strik, acting in the 
wake of the latest blow-up 
between the ASF and the 
National League, said last 
week he would begin a 
nation-wide push to have 
Brusasco replace Sir 
thur, 

Strik also wants ASF 
commercial director Peter 
Sheean restrained and 
moved a vote of no confi- 
dence against him at the 
recent NSL council 


meeting. 
“The NSL clubs are dis- 
interested with Sir Arthur. 


He has done a lot for Soccer 
in the past but he should 
now retire. 

“We need a change and 
Brusasco should take over. 
As for Peter Sheean, we're 
dissatisfied with him too,” 
Strik said. 

But Brusasco, the ASF 
senior vice-president, said 
the campaign did not have 
his support. 

“I have always said I 
would never oppose Sir 
Arthur while he remained 
president. He has my 100 
percent support,” Brusasco 


said. 

Last year, the Queens- 
land Soccer’ boss indicated 
he wanted the national pres- 
idency, but also pointed out 
he would only run for the 
position if Sir Arthur stood 

jown. 

According to Strik, Bru- 
sasco is the logical choice 
for a new ASF president as, 
not only is he one of the 
most experienced adminis 
trators in Australian Soccer, 
but he would be 2 com- 
promise for the traditional 
rivalries between Sydney 
and Melbourne.
